here at home w ith w ar’s end. 
This is the explanation of it. 
F irst of all, there is a thing 
called the labor force. 
This does­ 
n’t mean the total number of peo­ 
ple holding jobs. 
It means 
the 
people 
holding 
jobs or wanting jobs. 
If 50 m il­ 
lion people had jobs and another 
IO million wanted jobs, the labor 
force would be 60 millions. 
Y ear after year, as the popula­ 
tion increases, there is a normal 
increase in the size of the labor 
force. 
During the w ar years it 
took a big leap. 
As workers left their jobs for 
armed services, they were replac­ 
ed by old people who came out of 
retirement, housewives who came 
out of the kitchen, and school chil­ 
dren who saw a chance to make 
money. 
Y et the people in the armed ser­ 
vices were considered part of the 
total labor force. 
They were peo­ 
ple of working age, they were 
working for their country. 
As they leave the armed services 
they’ll look for regular jobs. 
A 
j lot, perhaps 
most 
of 
the 
old 
people w ill go back into retire­ 
ment. 
Housewives, but not all, 
w ill go back to the kitchen. And 
school children w ill stay in school 
longer when adult jobseekers be- 
i come more plentiful and jobs are 
harder to get. 
This w ill reduce the total labor 
force, who se peak was reached in 
wartim e, but it w ill not be as low 
as before the war. 
Meanwhile, that normal growth 
in population w ill increase steadily 
the labor force in the years ahead. 
The figures given here seem to 
be as reliable as any obtainable. 
They were gathered by the senate 
committee which has made regu­ 
lar reports on its investigation 
; of the w ar program. 
In the boom year of 1929 the 
Am erican labor force wax 43 m il­ 
lion. About I million of that num­ 
ber was unemployed. This perhaps 
is a normal figure for unemploy­ 
ment because it includes people 
who have quit one job to look for 
another and people who for some 
reason can’t keep a job. 
B u t in 1945 the labor force had 
increased by 17 million. 
It was 65 
million. This included 12 million 
in the armed forces and 53 m il­ 
lion in civilian jobs. 
(The 53 million included those 
old folks who had come out of re­ 
tirement, 
housewives 
who 
had 
; come out of 
the 
kitchen, 
and 
school children.) 
The 
peacetime 
armed forces 
! most probably won’t exceed 2** 
million. 
That leaves 9*i million 
going out of the armed services 
and back into civilian life to look 
for jobs. 
B u t— only 
53 
million 
people 
are in civilian jobs now'. 
So it

million 
more 
would be looking for civilian jobs. 
That isn’t right. 
Some of that 
53 million now in civilian jobs— 
old folks, housewives, young peo­ 
ple— w ill go out of the labor m ar­ 
ket. 
So you can see from this how 
hard it is to try to say exactly 
how many people w ill be banting 
jobs. 
That’s a labor force in­

THIS SHRINKING WORLD 
President Truman took cognizance of this small and 
interdependent world when he announced in his latest 
report to the nation, that we shall maintain and acquire 
such military bases as are necessary for our future de­ 
fense. 
Following and clarifying as it did the President s dis­ 
avowal of territorial ambition, this statement also 
served notice that America has learned at least one 
great lesson from this war, and that the false security 
that dominated our thinking, in the 1930s has bren dis­ 
pelled. 
We can never again think of our oceans as impreg­ 
nable bastions against invasion. And we can never again 
feel safe if any potential warmaker, however remote, 
finds inadequate foreign defense along his borders. 
It seemed of no immediate concern to the ordinary 
American of 1936 when Hitler marched his troops into 
the Rhineland. But if the invading Germans had been 
met there by French guns and determined French cour­ 
age, there might have been no European war and possi­ 
bly no Pearl Harbor attack. 
To many Americans of 1930 It was a source of posi­ 
tive pride that our armed forces were inadequate and 
our air force infinitesimal We were determined not to 
dragged into any European war —-which was a blame­ 
less, though hopeless, determination. But we somehow 
thought we could discourage attack by being ili-nrmed 
and ill-defended, and that by strengthening ourselves we 
Should invite aggression. 
The rocket, the jet plane and now the atomic bomb 
have changed all that Iwo and Okinawa have become 
first lines of defense, not only for the American main­ 
land, but for the peace of the world. 
The decision to maintain these and other islands as 
military bases is the first step toward future military 
security. The second is to maintain them adequately. 
And that step is up to Congress. 
That is where Congress stumbled badly in the years 
between the wars. 
With their heads burrowed com­ 
fortably in the topsoil of Capitol Hill, succeeding gene­ 
rations of congressmen cut and withheld military ap­ 
propriations until, in spite of pleas from the Army and 
Navy, our farthest Pacific outposts became feeble and 
impotent. 
This is not likely to happen again. The advancing 
science can scarcely have failed to convince even the 
most isolation-minded legislator that distance no longer 
means safety in the shrinking world.

fore, that the board of directors of The Associated Presa will 
add an appropriate amount to the reward offer by the United 
Press Associations for the apprehension and conviction of any­ 
one who is guilty of the Incident of fraud as reported by that 
news agency. 
There is a law against tampering with wires In interstate 
commerce and I hope the Federal Communications Commission 
and the Federal Bureau of Investigation will undertake their 
investigations and that they will be successful.

WRB Controls Relaxed In 
Large Measure in D i s t r i c t 


Washington, Aug. 15—WPB de­ 
tailed plan for reconversion of in­ 
dustry to civilian production was 
made public by Ralph W. DeLan- 
cey, Manager of the Erie District 
today, following President 
Tru­ 
m an’s announcement 
of Japan’s 
unconditional surrender. 
In effect the plan calls for re­ 
vocation of all possible 
controls, 
only those being retained which 
will be necessary to prevent indus- 
tria dislocation 
and 
bottlenecks 
which might prove harmful to re­ 
employment. A t the same time he 
stressed the fact that even the con­ 
trols which are being retained, are 
only a tem porary 
measure 
and 
would be revoked as soon as pos­ 
sible. The highpoints of the plan 
are as follows; 
1. All but a handful or orders 
will be canceled 
within 
a 
few 
weeks 
2. Release of a huge industrial 
building program through a plan 
to relax 
construction t 
controls. 
This plan, designed to ’absorb the 
manpower and material freed by 
military cutbacks is already in ef­ 
fect and additional relaxation will 
be considered within thirty days. 
3. Remove ceilings on produc­ 
tion of automobiles and other con­ 
sumers durable goods. These im­ 
portant industries may now move 
forward with all-out 
production 
programs. 
4. Orders controlling 
materials 
that are still in short supply, tin, 
crude rubber, textiles, lumber, etc., 
will be retained 
until 
shortages 
ease or until there is no longer any 
danger of a scramble. 
5. Inventory controls will be re­ 
tained until the danger of hoard­ 
ing, pre-emptive buying and stock­ 
piling by the few at the expense 
of the many are over. 
6. Preferential 
protection 
of 
small business (50,000 or less per 
quarter) including the rating sys­ 
tem will remain in effect for the 
time being until the effects of cut­ 
backs can be appraised and it is 
safe to remove them. 
7. WPB will retain 
its power 


for breaking bottlenecks or giving 
protection where needed to mili­ 
tary or highly essential civilian or 
export needs. These powers will be 
used only where necessary 
and 
business should not rely on prior­ 
ities help for conducting its nor­ 
mal activities. 
8. In line with the President’s 
letter to the WPB Chairman, the 
Board will take vigorous action to 
expand production 
of 
m aterials 
which are in short supply to meet 
civilian demands and 
will 
work 
with OPA, WMC and other agen­ 
cies whose operations are of equal 
importance to the rapid expansion 
of such production. 
“The WPB control structure was 
created and developed to provide 
a framework for the fulfilment of 
war production needs, to 
assure 
the maintenance of a sound war- 
supporting economy, and to furth­ 
er the combined w ar effort of the 
united nations," 
Mr. 
DeLancey 
said. “With the ending of the war, 
these prim ary objectives have been 
accomplished an dthe occasion for 
many WPB controls have largely 
disappeared. 
“In some cases, 
orderly relax­ 
ation and revocation 
must 
be 
spread over a period of weeks or 
even a few months, to avoid un­ 
necessary dislocation. In some in­ 
stances, the national interest dic- 
ttaes the exercise of control for a 
longer period. 
“From now on we face a period 
of surplus rather than 
scarcity. 
Practically all materials and re­ 
sources needed by American 
In­ 
dustry will be available in abund­ 
ance. 
American business 
men, 
managers and workers must meet 
this challenge and use their init­ 
iative and resourcefulness for mak­ 
ing the thousands and thousands 
o{ decisions necessary to get Am­ 
erican production rolling again on 
a peacetime basis.

“The Government can help but 
the initiative must come from the 
people. Priorities which were de­ 
signed to allocated short supplies 
and scarce m aterials will not solve 


the problem of making prompt and 
effective use of the m aterials that 
have now become plentiful!!"

Essential needs of the basic econ­ 
omy must continue to be met and 
to this end it may be necessary to 
break occasional bottlenecks aris­ 
ing during the inevitably difficult 
period of readjustment.

Company, which broke

news during a lend-lease debate in 
the U. S. house of representatives, 
is trying to catch up on five yearn 
of bookkeeping. 
The debate in the American con­ 
gress cetnered about Britain's re­ 
fusal to put transit charges 
for 
American vessels using Suez dur­ 
ing the war on the reverse lend- 
lease account. The British foreign 
office said it was not in B ritain’s 
power to waive tolls. 
Who owns the Suez canal? 
The waterway long 
has 
been 
such a vital link in Britain's im­ 
perial life that the 
popular 
im­ 
pression in the United States has 
been th at it was British govern­ 
ment property, just as the Pana­ 
ma canal is American government 
property. 
Actually, the canal is owned by 
a French corporation -Compagnie 
Universelle Du Canal Maritime De 
Suez 
organized with rtstriction 
designed to prevent 
any single 
country 
or 
private 
stockholder 
from controlling the company. 
The 
British 
government 
and 
commercial 
interests 
frequently 
have come out second best in an 
attem pt to get revisions of canal 
tolls and achieve other changes in 
the 
company’s 
operations. 
The 
British government is the largest 
single stockholder, 
but 
single 
shareholders are prohibited 
from 
casting more than ten 
votes a1 
company meetings regardless of 
the total number of shares held. 
Unless the Germans managed to 
acquire the bulk of them during 
the 
occupation, 
the 
m ajority 
shares are believed to be held in 
France as before the war. They 
are all 
privately 
owned, 
the 
French government never owning 
a share. The shares can be sold 
freely without registration of sales 
so the company has not yet been 
able to determine just how many, 
if any, were acquired by Germans. 
The company, at the 
moment, 
does not know its financial posit­ 
ion. The last dividends were dis­ 
tributed in 1939. The main office 
in Paris remained open throughout 
the occupation but had little to do. 
It was watched closely by 
the 
Germans. 
The canal’s operating offices in 
Egypt kept records and the main 
offices now are trying to pull the 
information together.

spokes­ 
man said the company hoped to be 
ready sometime this winter with 
annual reports for 1940, 1941 and 
1942, and then be able to bring ac­ 


counts up to date in another 
six 
months. 
The spokesman said it was ex­ 
tremely unlikely there would 
be 
any dividends for the war years 
because the great drop in commer­ 
cial shipping was not compensat­ 
ed by increased military 
traffic 
and revenues were almost certain 
to be below the profit level.
